The  true  object  of  manual  labor,  as  of  ay  other  kir.('  oT 
labor,  is  the  development  of  the  whole  man— bo  y,  mind  and  m^ 

Those  who  labor  themselves,  or  use  the  labor  of  othe  for 
making  money  alone,  miss  life's  mark.  In  other  words,  m  ii>ake 
men  not  money,  is  the  true  object  of  life. 

The  tilling  of  the  soil,  the  felling  of  the  fores.,  the  manu 
of  pulp,  the  mining  of  gold,  and  every  other  great  work  shoi 
conducted  with  a  view  to  the  physical  and  moral  health  of  iht        !i 
engaged  in  it.      The  factory,  workshop,  camp  should  be  a  sc       I 
and   the  employer  a  schoolmaster,   principal,  or  college  presiti 

to  his  employees. 

The  men,  whose  minds  are  unoccupied  when  off  work  no  ma 
ter  how  much  wages  they  earn,  are  going  down  the  scale  of  humaa 

existence. 

For  six  years  the  Reading  Camp  Association  has  endeavoreG 
to  bring  this  thought  prominently  before  the  governments  and  people 

of  Canada.  ' 

The  experience  of  these  years  hai  shown  how  vast  the  work 
is.  and  that  without  the  hearty  co-operation  of  both  the  emp'-oyers 
and  the  Provincial  Departments  of  Education,  but  very  little  can  be 

accomplished.  . 

Experiments  have  been  made  in  fifty  different  lumbermg, 
mining  and  railway  construction  camps  and  the  Association  is  con- 
V-  .ed  that  if  the  Provincial  Governments  will  take  the  initiative,  as 
they  do  in  the  older  parts  of  the  provinces,  they  will  meet  with  the 
hc-rty  assistance  of  both  employers  and  men.

The^e  frontier  toilers  suffer  from  the  deadening  monotony  nt 
camp  life,  the  absence  of  culture,  or  of  any  -ehnina  and  elevat..« 
influences,  a--!  frequently  fron.  the  insanitary  co-id.t.o,.  of  their 
surround  i  I.  gs. 

Correspondence  Schools,  as  well  as  the  work  of  Doctors  Good- 
,vi"  and  Bain  -vhom  the  Cx.vernment  send  annually  to  the  trnmng 
can...s.  and  th  leading  Camp  Instructors  hav  demonstrated  coih 
clusivelv  the  p      ticability  of  camp  education. 

^^ualscicssliowthat  approximately  30.000  men  are  en-agcd  « 
the  lum'  nng  industry  alone  in  this  province.  Over  ..ne  tb.rd  of  the 
••ovincia' revenue  C(Mnes  from  this  source. 

The  revenue  obtained  from  mining  is  also  fast  becoming  a 
considerable  proporiion  of  the  public  revenue. 

There  is  almost  unlimited  wealth  in  our  forests,  mines,  raii- 
vavs  and  other  t.ubiic  works.  Is  this  to  be  wrested  from  its  true  u>e 
and  misappropriated  by  the  time  serving  and  selt  seeking,  or  made 
a  blessing  to  all.  especially  to  those  who^  bear  the  isolation  and  the 
deadening  monotonv»of  its  exploitation? 

As  a  matter  of  fact  this  revenue  is  ta' en  to  endow  public 
school  .  colleges,  libraries,  etc.  in  the  older  -arts  of  the  province. 
while  the  greater  portion  of  it  is  provided  by  men  who  reap  no  bene- 
fit  whatever.  Rich  ladies  and  gentlemen  often  send  their  sons  and 
dlughters  to  schools  and  colleges,  and  read  books  from  l.br.ne. 
endowed  by  the  toil  of  men  In  conditions  so  degraciing  as  to  lead  to 
the  sacrifice  of  lueir  manhood  and  who  are  yet  despised  by  these 
same  persons.  What  these  socially,  intellectually  and  morally  bur.cd 
need  is  not  charity,  but  social  justice. 

It  is  sometimes  asked  why  should  you  make  these  men  the 
objects  of  charitv  ?  It  is  we  who  are  the  recipients  ot  charity.  It  .s 
be  "use  the  much  despised  shantyman.  miner  and  navvy  contribute 
so  largely  ->  the  production  of  the  public  revenue,  because  heir  backs 
.re  bent,  tneir  hands  callous,  their  minds  dwarfed,  and  their  sp.nts 
bJ^^ight  d.  that  the  rich  and  poor  alike  are  enabled  to  send  their  sons 
and  daughters  to  the  public,  the  high  school,  college  and  unner>.r> 
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Jor  a  fraction  of  the  cost  We  and  our  children  share  the  benefit 
without  the  labor. 

The  city  of  Toronto  alone  has  a  population  of  about  300,003 
persons.  Out  of  the  public  revenue  of  Ontario,  over  one  third  of 
which  comes  from  woods  and  forests,  there  is  spent  approximately 
$400,000  annually  for  their  education.  There  are  about  a  quarter  of 
a  million  men  in  the  frontier  cxmps  of  Canada  upon  whom  there 
is  spent  less  than  $5^000  annually  for  educational  purposes. 

This  crime  of  robbing,  not  money  alone,  but  what  is  worse, 
character,  from  these  most  useful  classes,  lies  at  our  doors.  We 
appropriate  the  revenue  provided  by  the  toil  and  sweat,  the  solitude 
and  demoralization  of  these  men.  while  at  the  same  time  we  despise 
and  ostracize  them  for  drunkeness  and  blasphemy.  The  wonder  is 
that  more  of  them  do  not  go  wrong.  Were  we  also  compelled  to  live 
as  they  live,  we  would  probably  be  no  better.

He  worked  hard  every  night  and  lx;fore 
the  camp  broke  up  he  wrote  a  letter  to  his  sister  without  any  assistance. 
He  got  a  reply  which  he  read  him  -elf.  with  the  exception  of  a  few  words- 
iiot  verj'  plainly  written. 

"The  Reading  Camp  was  opew  ^very  week  night.  On  Suiiduy.s- 
it  was  open  all  day,  and  was  usually  filled,  some  reading,  and  others.

'"One  old  man,  over  fifty  years  of  age.    learned    t{j   read    and' 
%vrite.     It  took  him  a  month  to  learn  the  letters.     Two  young  fellow.s- 
learned  to  read  and  write  quite  well  who  only  knew  a  few  words  at  first, 
and  others  learned  fractions.     Two  young  men  carried  on  their  public 
school  work  t'-roughout  the  winter,  and  made  goo<l  progress. 

Other  men  t(x>k  up  work  throughout  the  winter,  but  did  not  finish 
any  particular  course  of  .study.  The  French  boys  learned  con.siderable, 
but  they  were  not  with  me  lung  enough  to  finish  the  work  I  had  laid  out 
for  them. 

The  Reading  Room  continued  to  l)e  a  popular  resort  until  the  end, 
and  I  feel  it  had  a  wholesome  effect  on  the  men.  The  daily  pajK^rs  and 
magazines  were  a  great  boon  to  the  men.  and  must  have  hel]x;d  them 
intellectually  as  well  as  to  help  pass  away  the  evenings,  and  break  the 
monotony  of  the  Sunda>s.
